2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
previous 35 U.S.C 101, 102 and 103 rejections set forth in Paper No: 13 are 
withdrawn in view of applicant's arguments and amendments. In addition, the 
claims have been amended to obviate the 35 U.S.C 112, first and second 
paragraph issues. Applicant has described the nerve disorder to be treated as 
that mediated by nucleus pulposus.
